personal property averaging from $1 
to $10 per acre, according to the size 
of the farm and the value of the im 
provements. 
The most glaring example of the in­ 
justice of our tax system, 't roy said, is 
the 533,000 acres of the finest land in 
the San Joaquin Valley, situated in 
Merced, Madera and Fresno counties, 
ow'ned by Miller & Lux, on which their 
total 
tax 
averages 
but 
twenty-five 
cents per acre. 
South of Tehachepi, Troy says, he 
found the Southern Pacific Company 
to own 650,000 acres in each of a num­ 
ber of counties, and its taxes ranging 
from two to five cents per acre. On the 
other hand he found the farmers down 
there who have orange and lemon 
groves to be paying a tax averaging 
from $17 to $20 per 
acre, 
in 
many 
cases $30, some $40 and a few $50 per 
acre. 
Troy says this is the tax paid 
and not the assessm ent on the land. 
He says that the only means by 
which the farmers can be given relief 
from this terrible burden of inequit­ 
able taxation is the exemption of their 
improvements and personal 
property 
from payment of taxes.
